a ill, like the soul of John 
Brown, “ Go m arching on.” 
As every thinking person in the 
I m ted States knows, the real issue 
is the president’s a tte m p t to establish 
a social order of his own, w hether it 
harmonizes with the constitution or 
not, and the Supreme Court has been 
lu nest enough and brave enough to 
occasionally get in his way. lf our 
courts cannot interpret 
the law in 
iji«* light of constitutional limitations 
then fhe docum ent should be Amend­ 
ed and such powe> . b arly s t i p u l a t e d . 
lf the congress is going to ru bb er­ 
stam p all bills -ent up by the presi­ 
dent thi n it is necessary to have an 
independent tribunal to protect the 
People’s constitutional rights, To rant 
about the liberties of the people when 
Mr \ ing t0 destroy them is pure and 
unadulterated hunk. 
I he constitution has a provision 
to cure 
its own defects. 
But the 
president does not want to carry out 
his program that way. Why? I t gives 
much g re a te r freedom to be able to 
violate the constitution. Also the a- 
m endm ent route would comm it him to 
the principle of constitutional govern­ 
ment and this he certainly does not 
want. He says tho process is too slow’. 
In this assertion he is no more sincere 
than lie was when he endorsed the 
1932 platform I OO *, both at the con­ 
vention and throughout the campaign. 
l l 1 could have bad constitutional a- 
lnendm ents before the nation some 
foul re a rs which is as long as the 
usual time 
limit to 
adopt constitu­ 
tional am endm ents. The 
extrem ely 
controversial prohibition am endm ent 
has been passed. 
Making prom ises 
and then fo r­ 
getting them is quite characteristic 
of our 
chief executive 
W hen he 
originally 
asked for 
ex trao rdinary 
powers he justified his act because 
of a great em ergency, He promised 
to net abuse these conferred powers 
and retu rn them as soon as p ssible. 
lf a man s acts mean m ore than his 
oft broken promises he never intend­ 
ed to su rre n d e r any of these powers 
but rather intended to add them and 
build his machine around them. Hut 
to get dow n specifically to the court 
issue: 
The president ' bad a hand- 
picked convention th a t did not dare 
w rite one 
sentence 
which did not 
meet with his approval. The Suprem e 
court had already acted on Irs in­ 
iquitous A A A and XRA laws. Did 
ne inform the Am erican people that 
be would im m ediately take steps to 
pack a court that would O. K. his un 
constitutional Acts? D on’t all of his 
del enders answ er at once. On the 
co n tra ry 
his platform called 
for 
c la n ly ing am endm ents. F u rth e r than 


this, he was challenged daily during 
the cam paign to state his position en 
the Suprem e C ourt but he failed to 
do so. Now he says when he stated 
the fight had just begun he m eant it. 
But when he made the statem ent he 
led the public to believe he meant a 
continual fight against w hat he called 
selfish entrenched 
wealth— not a 
gainst the charter of our liberties. 
As bad or worse than having broken 
at least nine prom ises out of ten was 
the smoke screen the president put 
up when 
he started 
his Suprem e 
< o u rt fight. The judges w ere asked 
to retire because they were seventy 
or more years of age. And the Con­ 
gress was asker! to perm it him to 
pack the c ourt if they refused to re ­ 
tire solely because they had reached 
the age of senility. None of this has 
a single ounce of sincerity about it. 
I here are eleven or twelve senators 
seventy or more years of age. There 
a re fifteen or sixteen m embers of 
the house who are seventy or beyond. 
Bi nu of them holding powerful chair­ 
manship s. The Vice-President will he 
seventy-two before his present term 
expires. Of all the false fronts th a t 
nave yet been put up this old age one 
is the most transparent. 
In his message to the congress the 
president said with great emphasis, 
“ Here is one-third of a nation ill- 
nounshed, ill-clad, ill-housed, NO W .”
